New Delhi, the 4th October, 1989 

G.S.R. 878 (E).—In exercise of the poweis^ confer¬ 
red by sub-Section (1) of Section 124, read with sub¬ 
section (1) of Section 132 of the Major Port Trusts 
Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby approves the Mormugao Port Trust Employe¬ 
es’ (Conduct) (Second Amendment) Regulations, 
1989 made by the Board of Trustees for the Port of 
Mormugao and set out in the Schedule annexed to 
this notification. 

2- The said Regulations shall come into force on 
the date of publication of this notification in the 
Official Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the Powers conferred by section 28 
read with section 124 (1) and (2) of the Major 
Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of 
Trustees of the Mormugao Port Trust hereby m ikes 
the following regulations : 

1, These regulations may be called the Moimugao 
Port Emplpoyees’ (Conduct) (Second Amendment) 
Regulations, 1989. 


2. Amendment to Regulation (1) (3) : 

Delete the sub-provision appearing after the 
words "Mormugao Port” of the first para¬ 
graph and retain the regulation (1) (3) as 
follows : 

“Except as otherwise provided bv or under 
these regulations they shall apply to all 
persons appointed to posts in connection 
with the affairs of the Mormugao Port.” 

3. Amendment to Regulation (3) . 

(A) Add the following words in sub-Clause(i) 
of Regulation 3 after the words duty : 

“and shall not act in a manner prejudicial to 
the interest of the Board.” 

(B) Substitute sub-regulation (2) of regulation 
3 by the following : 

(2) “No employee holding a Class I post 
srall, except with the previous sanction 
of the Board, permit his son, daughter or 
any firm or company with which he has 
a dealing in his capacity as such employee 
or any other firm having dealing with the 
Board. However, in case of employment 
in any organisation in public sector and 
where recruitment is on the basis of com- 
petative examination, no such previous 
sanction of the Board would be necessary 
for employment to the dependents of the 
employee should inform the Chairman, 
Mormugao Port Trust about his depen¬ 
dent having been employed in any orga¬ 
nisation in public sector.” 

4. Add Clause 3A in regulation 3 as follows : 

3 (A) : No employee shall 

(i) be absent without sanctioned leave. 

(ii) neglect mark or show negfigennee in the 
performance of work including slowing 
down of work. 

(iii) commit any act which is subversive of 
discipline or of good behaviour. 

(iv) abet or attempt to abet any act which 
amounts to misconduct. 

(v) act in subordinate or disobedience in 
combination with others. 
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
